We meet with the band at the H 
Summemight music fest bere in 
Furth, Nürnberg W. Germany, 11 
Aug. 85 . The 4 day variety fest 
was sponsored by the Nürnberg 
Military Community, in which the 
Defectors (the only punk band) 
played the last night and only 
for about 45 minutes to a small 
and confused crowd of maybe 20.

and this took me by surprise. I mean this is sort of difficult 
What to write I thought, all the narly subjects like religion, 
government, army, and nukes have been written into the ground. I 
did find one though thats been bothering me lately. 

I'm refering to the merging of punks and metallers. Such a 
populär subjects with folks lately. Most of the articles I've 
read try to justify it. Just think, uniting two rock subcultures 
Both of which are constantly being put upon by the normality of 
today. Hey, the music is similar enough for either group to be 

able to at least bear the others music. Right! No Problem! 

Hell no, get your head out of the fucking clouds. Yea it 
seems like a noble cause but you're thinking like nieve little 
children if you can't see the other side of the coin. 

What was punk originally against (and still is today) or 
better yet, what caused it to become so populär, so infectious 
and spread throughout the free world (ha ha) It was the stand 
against the musical atrocities of the 70's. Mega god idols, 
groupies, record Companies Controlling and censoring, greed 
(by both bands and labels), absolutely no audience participation 
aside from getting smashed against stages (alienation from the 
band), no chance for young new bands, the myth that you could 
rock only if you had hair down to your anus, the need to over 
produce albums, endless leads (a clear case of musical masturbation) 
and last but not least, the droning, gutless lyrics. 

All the above have got to be the essence of Heavy Metal (MTV) 
and no matter what candy coated cellophane you wrap it in, it 
still reeks of the same shit that gave birth to punk. 

Metal is so unimaginative. It all sounds the same 
style has changed little since the 70's. Yea, punk has 

generic side too, but we also have bands like Flipper,

I wonder sometimes where HM (their progression, digression) 
would be without us. The music had no guts, (speed, distortion) 

until the pistols showed the world that low down short hairs who 

dressed like nerds could out-rock anyone. And their styles always 
came after us(i.e. resurgance of leather, studs, and boots[ad- 
mitedly, J Priest have been doing it for awhile now] bandanas , 
thrashing, fanzines and stage diving, or so I'm told). 

Metallers are right-wing (sammy hagar) modern, airhead red- 
necks (except when it coraes to their drugs, drink and women) and 
when not that, moronic satanists who don't even believe in it, 
doing it only for the money. If one of their audience takes them 
serious thats one too many. How can one respect a band that sells 
its beliefs for money or popularity (billy idol) 

I personally like a few metal bands, Motorhead and know 
metallers who are great people, but you can't crossbreed the cul 
tures without destroying one, the other, or both. And if punk is 
going to digress itself to that point, I'11 give it a kick in the 
ass to help it along and wait for another wave. Blake

TIMsI'm doing the label becauee it's fun,constructive and needed.I've worked o 
only one day in my litfe before,on a building site.C.O.R. has been going for 
14 months and before that I did the last DISORDER LP.I got on a statescheme 
that helps unemployed people to start a buisiness.They give you 40L a week 
wages for one year,its better than Society Security and very easy to get, 

REVOLVER Records have been very helpfull,also Max.R'n'R and others. 

Bands get 5096 of profits after expresses,I pay all losses, 

Do you have any criteries for records you put put.How do you get bands?Did you* 
ever say NO! to a band because of their texts? 

TIM:I put out things that feel right,of course it has to sound good # but I am an 
Anarchist in attitude,so that obviously affects ray opinion.Sometimes I get a 
demotape,sometimes I see a band at a gig.And sometimes I know the band any- 
way,personally, 

Which music do you prefer to listen,which music do you dislike? 

TIM:All kinds,at the moment Metal Church,Corrosion of Conformity,Venom,Minor thr 
eat,decry,Amebix,Metallica,the new Madness single,Dicks LP.I also like some 
of many kinds of music,Reggae^ardfunkjroch'n'rolljealy 70 English glamrock. 

I dislike all comercial music,i.e, music that is just a product that has 
no guts at all.-jazzfunk,US stuff like foreigner,UK Poprausic,"Europop",most 
heavy Metal,Gothic Rubbish,Artmusic,etc, 

Which bands frora Germany do you know,which do you like,which don't you like, 

TIM:I like Blut und Eisen the best,although I've not got a recordplj^er yet, 
so I find it difficult to listen to a lot of stuff, 

What do you think about dividing the Punkscene up into funpunks,hardcores,01!pun 
nk nks,anarchists,drinkingpunks and so on?What do you think about peojjle who 
ONLY want to have fun? 

TIMrln Bristol this has never happened,we are all those mixed together,and I 
dislike any kind of borders like that,I think it is less constructive to 
complain about things,than it is to say just drink.I dislike negative people 
and if you don't like whats going on,do something,Don't complain about it. 

Punk and Politics is a very often discussed theme with many different opinions 

Tn fanzines,GRASS are more and more disliked and laughed at.What do you think fo 
for your ovn about CRASS,is their direction a BLIND ALLEY of lyrics and views? 

TIM:I respect Crass,they are nice people,they work hard and they've done more in 
the UK to encourage thinking than any band since 1977.1 believe that they co 
uld have more impact with a musical change.But nevertheless,they deserve rec 
ognition for what they've done. 

Punk and politics are a very often discussed theme,and there are lots of differe 
nt opinions.Do you believe that punk is an anarchist movement,a leftwinged move¬ 
ment or should punk find an own political identity? 

TIM:I don't know about Germany,but some of us in the UK were involved in left- 
wingpolitics in the late 70*s,But the vast majority involved with left reali 
sed they were being used by the parties for their own purposes,just like bla 
ck people were.Most left wing groups are middleclasstudents trying to rebel 
against their parents,and left wing parties pffer a prepacked revolutionär 
product.I respecli the ideals of many socialists(my daddy for instance)but 
I reject the parties and many of the people in positions of power.Punk is a 
form of music,not a political movement»athough political attitiudes are in t 
the music and come from it. 

In Germany peacemovement and nature-protectors,Wild life supporters and any grou 
p like that are closed together with a party,calle.d the Greens.Is there a future 
for similar action d>n England,too? 

TIM:This world is oontrolled by a tiny majority of people who intend to useit as a means 
of satisfying their greed.They are supported by a slightly larger group who are eith 
er bound(?? write clearly,Tim!)into supporting them through higher wages,or are too 
stupid to know what they are doing,while these people are in control,the "Greens" an 
d peacemovements are just a pressure value that helps them rule.The only way to stop 
the raping of the earth and the su r< ering of the human race is to destroy the wester 
n r o c 1 e ty complet^l t v, fn hi.st wi]T hapo» a n anyvay.hut we ran oropare for afterwards.
